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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed May 2, 2005 (certificate of mailing date 
April 28, 2005) , to revive the above-identified application. In addition, the decision will address the 
petition to accept black and white photographs as drawings. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is granted. 

The petition to accept black and white photographs as drawings is dismissed as moot. 

This application became abandoned on February 19, 2005 for failure to timely file drawings on or 
before February 1 8, 2005 as required by the Notice of Allowability mailed November 18, 2004. A

The instant petition contains the required corrected formal drawings, an acceptable statement regarding 
the unintentional nature of the delay in responding to the November 18, 2004 Notice of Allowability, 
and the petition fee. 
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After the mailing of this decicions, the application will be forwarded to Publishing Division for 
consideration of the corrected formal drawings submitted with the instant petition.
